RAIN. 


A most welcome down pour of rain com: 
menced last night and is continuing to-day. 
This is the first rain of consequence during 
the season, and although crops were not 
suffering from drouth, they were beginning 
to lose the headway they made. when first 
coming through the ground, for lack of con- 
tinued moisture. The trees too were leaf- 
ing very slowly, creating the impression 
that the season was more backward than it 
really was. The first good rain is the real 
beginning of summer in this country, and 
now that this has fallen we are certain of 
rapil growth. Seeding is almost over, 
wheat and oats being up and looking well 
everywhere. A great deal of barley is also 
sown ; what remains is chiefly what will 
be sown on new breaking by new settlers. 
This rain is more abundant than asually 
falls at this season, and ensuing rapid 
growth from this time forward also ensures, 
or almost ensues, an early and abundant, 
and therefore a safe, harvest. The uncer- 
tainties of spring is the worst feature of 
the climate of this district from an agricul- 
tural point of view. Spring coines early 
here. That is the snow goes away in the 
latter part of March or the first days of 
April, much earlier than in Manitoba. 
Then follows a season, favorable from one 
point of view, but unfavorable from. an- 
other, upon whose character and duration 
depends to a great extent the success of 
the year. The moisture left in the land by 
the melting of the snow is soon dried out 
by sunny, windy and sometimes chilly wea- 
ther. Good seed sown deep on fall plow: 
ing as soon as the snow is gone gets the 
benefit of this winter moistnre and comes 
on well, even if slowly. But seed sown 
lightly, or after the winter moisture is gone, 
does not start evenly or quickly. Seeds 
whieh have falleu on low damp places, or 
which have been buried deeply enough to 
catch the moisture from below start when 
the rest lies died. After its having started 
the continuance of dry windy weather 
stunts its growth and the crops comes away 
unevenly and slowly making a late and 
therefor. a risky harvest. A good snow 
fall, or a number of them any time in April 
or early in May—for rain need not be ex- 
pected so early in the year—is of the great- 
est benefit to seed sown late or on spring 
plowing, but such storms cannot be de- 
pended upon Of course the dry weather 
xives every opportunity to get in the cop 
in good time and in good shape. But the 
longer it continues the greater disad vantage 
it is, and the later the harvest will be 
This sjring the winter snow left more 
moisture than usual in the ground, and a- 
though the weather was cool during April 
and May, it did not dry out the ground. 
Consequently growth has been fairly yood, 
and now that plenty of moisture has come 
in early June, the crop prospects are all 
that could be desired.

A NORTHWEST SKETCH.

Nothing has 
happenied to the lanscape, and Winnipeg, which 
is, as it were, a centre of distribution of immi- 
ants, stands up to her knees in the water of 
he thaw.” Of the Plains he says: 

For eight ond twenty long hours did the bored 
locomotive trail us through a flat and pr 
land, powdered, ribbed, and speckled wit 
snow, small snow that drives like dust shot in 
the wind—the land of Assiniboia. Now and 
again, for no obvious reason to the outside mind, 
there was town. Then the towns gave place to 
Section So and So; then there were trails of 
the buffalo, where he once walked in his prides 
then there was a mound of white bones suppos- 
ed to belong to the said buffalo, and then thé 
wilderness took up the tale. Some of it was 
good ground—very good ground—but the most 
of it seemed to have fallen by the wayside; and 
the tedium of it was eternal. 

At twilight—an unearthly sort of twilight— 
there came another curious picture. Thus: A 
wooden town shut in among low, treeless rolling 
ground; a calling river that ran unseen between 
scarped banks; barracks of a detachment of 
mounted police, a little cemetary where ex- 
troopers rested, a painfully formal public gard- 
en with pebble paths and foot high fir trees, a 
few lines of railway buildings, White women 
walking up and down in the bittcr cold with 
their bonnets off; some Indians in red_blanket- 
ing with buffalo horns for sale trailing along 
the platform; and, not ter yards from the 
track, acinnamon bear and a young grizzly 
standing up with extended arms in their pens 
begging for food. It was stratige beyond any- 
thing that this bald telling can suggest; open- 
ing a door into a new world, The only common- 

lace thing about the spot was its name— 
edicine Hat—which struck one instantly as 
the only possible name such a town could carry. 

The isteaseine. The next morning brought 
us the Canadian Pacific railway as one reads 
about it. No pen of man could do justice to 
the scenery there. The guide books struggle 
with descriptions adapted for summer reading 
of rushing cascades, lichened rock, waving 
pines, and snow-capped montntains, but in 
April these things are not there. The place is 
locked up—dead as a frozen corpse. The 
mountain torrent is a boss of palest emerald 
ice against the dazzle of the snow; the pine 
stumps are capped and hooded with gigantic 
mushrooms of snow; the rocks are overlaid five 
feet deep, the rocks, the fallen trees, the lichens 
together, and the dumb, white lips curl up to 
the track cut in the side of the mountain and 
grin there fanged with gigantic icicles. You 
may listen in vain there when the train*stops 
for the least sign of breath or power among the 
hills, The snow has smothered the rivers, and 
the great looping trestles run over what might 
be a lather of suds in a huge wash-tub, The 
old snow near by is blackened and smirched 
with the fo: P| the locomotive, and the dull. 
ness is grateful to aching eyes.

THE SINGLE TAX. 
Referring once more to, the question ef 
taxation reform, the Buuverin finds Mr. 
Mowat’s careful and practical address ac- 
companied by a sheet entitlel the Social 
Reformer, issued by the Single Tax Asso- 
ciation of Toronto, in which is contained 
an address by one Hamlin Garland, entitled 
“A New Declaration of Rights,” which 
may be taken as voicing the opinions of 
the single tax association. Why _ this 
should accompany Mr. Mowat’s address the 
BULLETIN does not see, as anything which 
it contains weakens instead of strengthens 
Mr. Mowat’s case. The proposition is to 
“Abolish all taxes except one; that one 
tax to be levied on the value of land, ex- 
cluding all improvements made by the 
hand of man.” This proposition is a plain 
contradiction of itself, for land in itself is 
of no value. It only becomes valuable in 
proportion as it ministers to the necessities 
of man through the labor of man—in short 
as it isimproved by the hand of man. If 
the value given to land by the hand of man 
is to be excluded from taxation, then no 
taxes can be raised, for the land has no 
other value than that. Value or wealth is 
labor, not land. Wealth is only wealth, if 
it 1s value for the labor through which the 
necessities or desires of man may be satis- 
fied. If the land is taxed according to the 
value which the necessities and labors of 
man have given it; the tax is upon these 
necessities. and labors, as at present, as in 
the nature of things any tax must be, for a 
tax must be upon something of value, and 
only the means of serving necessity or gra- 
tifying desire—that is labor—is of value, 
Wealth is a necessity and part of civiliz- 
ation, It is labor stored in such form as to 
be available in exchange for other labor. 
It is anything that may be exchanged for 
labor, and labor may be exchanged for 
anything that will minister to the necessi- 
ties or desire of man. Taxation is the ap- 
propriation of a portion of the wealth of 
each individual of the community for the 
benetit of the whole community, and there. 
fore of each individual in that community, 
The idea of the present method of direct 
taxation is that each dollar of wealth in 
the community shall contribute an equal 
proportion to the general revenue. In so 
far as this idea is not carried out the pre- 
sent system is objectionable; with the addi- 
tional provision that when expenditures

LANDS ACT AMENDMENTS. 


The following are the most important amend- 
ments to the Dominion lands act contained in 
the amending bill recently introduced by the 
ministes of interior: Clause 4 extends the time 
for second homesteading from June 2nd, 1887, 
to June 2nd, 1889. Asthe law now stands, 
those who had not complied with the conditions 
of their entry before June 2nd, 1887, are not 
entitled to another entry, and it has been con- 
tended that it is unfair to those who had home- 
stead entries in 1886, when second hoinesteading 
was abolished and who, although they complied 
with their homestead duties after the date men- 
tioned, were induced to settle in the country on 
the strength of the second homestead provision. 
The government had never admitted that this 
argument has good foundation in law, but the 
extent to which homesteaders have been avail- 
ing themselves of the second homestead privi- 
eges is so limited and in order that every possi- 
ble cause of dissatisfaction may be removed, the, 
new clause was proposed, Clause 5 provides 
facilities for the closing of roads where the sta- 
tutory road allowance is not suitable for the 
purposes of a highway. The intention is to
